BULLETS INSTEAD OF BREAD 


Famine-Stricken Mexicans Shot Down 
by Guards Over Trust-Held Grain 
Warehouses. 


‘SAN .ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 31.—Famine 
and, want in the town of Puruandias, Mex- 
ico, led to a terrible riot Monday, in which 
about.20.men, "women and children were 
shot down; Many will die. 

Sometime bark the Mexican government, 
on account of the famine, removed the duty 
on corn from the nited States, and ship- 
ments from,the states for a time served to 
relieve the situation. 

Speculators, however, got hold of all the 
corn shipped in the Puruvandias district and 
at once advanced the price 100 per cent. 
The people stood this until driven to the 
verge of starvation, and then organized for 
a raid on the grain warehouses of the 
monopolists, who, being apprised of the 
movement, had armed men stationed in the 
warehouses to resist any attack made on 
them. 

The natives, many of them being women 


and children. aavanced on the corn ware- 
houses in a body, crying ‘‘Pan (bread), pan, 
sepa and assaulted the barricaded doors, 
a ly breaking them in. As the doors gave 

the hungry and gaunt people rushed in 
he were met by a volley, before which a 
number went down wounded. - 

This-did not serve to stop the mob, and a 
second volley was fired that was so effective 
that the rioters retreated, leaving. W of 
their number «in the warehouse, seven of 
them being women, four children under 15 
years of e and nine men. 

Puruandias is 60 miles from railroad, and 
the last reports from the place were that 
the situation was critical and more bilood- 
shed was probable.

James Eads How, heir to a sdrtane 
conservatively estimated at more. than 
$1,000,000, is selling afternoon néwspapers at 
the southeast corner of Twelfth and Olive 
streets, 

He made his initia? appearance with the 
Midday Post-Dispatch Wednesday. 


Mr. How ts not only heir to half of the 
Eads estate now held by his mother, Wht 
resides in the family mansion at 4170 Lin- 
deli boulevard, but he inherited directly 
from his grandfather, James B. Eads, the 
famous engineer, $17,000, and also a con- 
siderable sum from his father. 

This money he has refused to use. The 
income on the $17,000 he has donated to the 
People’s Fund and Welfare Association. 

Mr. How became a newspoy Monday for 
the first time. He sold 36 papers and earned 
18 cents. He has slept three nights ih a 
5-cent lodging house at Seventh and Gratiot 
streets on the proceeds of his sales Mon- 


ay. 

Thursday he earned 23 cents selling the 
Mid-Day Post-Dispatch and the early 
edition of other apers.

Two Little Bodies 


Sent to the Morgue. 
The deaths of Jacob Centurio and May 
Baker were the first investigated by the 


committee appointed by the coroner. For 
the purpose of the investigation, the bodies 
were removed to the morgue. 

“It will take two or three weeks to ar- 
rive at any conclusion tn the case,’’ said 
Deputy CoronereFitzsimmons. 

‘The tests have to be made by obtaining 
serum from the spines of the dead children, 
With these ‘cultures’ are made on guinea 
pigs. The result of the serum on the guinea 
pigs then has to be awaited.”’ 

Fhe records of City Chemist Teichmann’s 
office show that the infected antitoxin Has 
been furnished by the city to ® ee

Most of them are obsolete in design and 
construction, and are so out of order as 
to be little better than forthless. The navy 
is manned by 15,000 men, sadly lacking in 
training and discipline.

Sigsbee, Chadwick and Others 
Testify Today. 


CRITICAL POINT OF TRIAL 


MUCH DEPENDS ON SIGSBEE’S RE- 
PORT TO SCHLEY. 


Counsel for Schley Announced, After 
Examination of One Witness To- 
day, That Their Case 
Was Closed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—When __ the 
Schley court of inquiry opened today Capt. 
T. 8. Borden was called as the first wit- 
ness of the day and as the last witness 
who was to testify in Admiral Schley’s be- 
half. It had been expected that Admiral 
Barker would be called, but it has latterly 
been decided that his testimony, if given, 
would not be material, and it is not now 
expected that he will testify. 


Capt. Borden ig an officer in the marine 
corps and served on the Brooklyn during 
the Cuban campaign. His testimony was, 
therefore, largely ccrroborative of evidence 
given by others who were on the Brook- 
vn 
The remainder of the day, it was expected 
when the court opened, would be taken up 
with the hearing of witnesses called by the 
navy department for the purpose of im- 
peaching certain parts of the testimony 
given in support of Admiral Schley. 
Included in the list for this purpcse is Capt. 
Charles D. Sigsbee of the St. Paul, Capt. 
Francis E. Chadwick of Admiral Sampson's 
flagship, the New York: Mr. Svivester 
Scoville, war cOrrespondent in Cuban waters 
during the campaign; Maj. T. N. Wood,’ 
who served or board the Massachusetts as 
marine officer; Lieutenant - Commander 
Potts and Lieut. Grant. who a'!so were on 
the Massachusetts, and Capt: Joseph Eaton, 
who was on the Resolute. 

‘apt. Sigsbee has been called for the 
yurpose of rebutting the testimony as to 
is message to the Somers N. Smith, press 
boat. and also his conversation on the 
Brooklyn, to which witnesres have testi- 
fied that he told Commodore Schlev the 
Spaniards were not in Santiago harbor. 

The questions asked by the court indi- 
cated that the Sigsbee incident and the 
closing questions are the critical points in 
the case. and upon which their verdict will 
be based. 


Schley’s Side of 

the Case Closed. 

At the conclusion of Capt. Borden's tes- 
timony counsel for Admiral Schley an- 
nounced that they had closed their case. 


Capt. Borden said he had been junior 
marine officer on the Brooklyn, and ne 
<rated that the distance of the blockading 
line from the entrance to. the harbor at 
Santiago was not to exceed four and a 
half miles. He said he had seen picket 
boats at night during Commodore Schley’s 
command there. The vessels had steamed 
about four and a half miles, back and forth, 
at night. 

Speaking of the events of the battle of 
July 3, he said the lowest range given was 
1100 yards, and that this was given just be- 
fore the turn, while the maximum range 
was 250 yards, 

He had clearly observed the Brooklyn's 
loop and, speaking of this, he said: ‘‘In 
the course of the turn, I fired guns on either 
side, starboard and port. Smoke was very 
thick at that time and, during the turn, I 
saw: no vessel at all, although I had a plain 
view out of the stern ports. I judge Il 
could see about 500 yards distinctly.” 

In reply to questions from Mr. Rayner, 
he said he had seen Commodore Schley 
“three times during the battle, and that his 
bearing was “everything that the officers 
and crew could have expected.’’ 

‘The witness then related other incidents 
of the battle, saying: ‘““The most vivid feat- 
ure of the battle in my recollection oc- 
curred just after the Brooklyn had made 
her turn. I had relieved the gun captain 
in charge of the starboard six-pound gun 
and I fired at th®ee ships inside of three 
minutes by a slight change in train. At 
ag time I could see no other American 
ship.”’ 

On cross-examination the fact was 
brought out that during the turn, Capt. 
Bordén had been in charge of:«the guns In 
the stern of the ship and had not been able 
to see ahead. 

Capt. Borden was then excused, and as 
he left the stand Mr. Rayner sald he would 
have no more witnesses to call. He said: 
‘““May it please the court, we have closed 
our case.,”’ 

This statement was made at 11:15 a. m., 
and the statement was made in such quiet 
tones that it is doubtful whether its pur- 
pert was understood by half those present. 


XSchley Unprinted 
Report Presented. 
Caut. Parker then asked to have put in 
evidence a number of documents, inelud- 


ing the report of the battle of,July 3, Ad- 
miral Schley made from Mont®Vvideo, June 
13, 1900. This report never has been printed. 
Following is an extract from it: “In my 
judgment, from an unobstructed view of 
the entire field of action during the com- 
bat, the Vizcaya was not more than 1.000 
yards distant. My flag lieutenant, standing 
at my elbow, reminded me that the dis- 
tance between the leaders of the Spanish 
squadron and ourselves was ‘approaching 
our tactical diameter. The stadimeter at 
this instant Indicated 900 yards. The Brook- 
lyn then swung to starboard to meet what 
proved to_be the last of the attempts o 
ram the Brooklyn for the Vizcaya, then 
turned square to starboard and followed 
the Maria Teresa until the latter’s destruc- 
tion. These facts admit of no contradic- 
tion, for they are based upon the inde- 
pendent judgment and: observation of two 
or mere persons, and upon the stadimeter 
in the hands of a person skilled tn its use.’

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WHAT 'S BEING DONE, 


The letter in the Post-Dispatch from ‘Returned Traveler’ « 
testifying to Europe’s ignorance of the World’s Fair and asking 
what is being done to secure foreign exhibits is to the point. 

It takes time and patient effort of the most skillful and ef- 
fective kind to get results from the slow-moving foreign govern- 
ments. In Europe and the Orient much red tape must be run and 
many steps taken to get the machinery of an exposition move- 
ment started. The government must be induced to take the pre- 
liminary steps. There must be a commission appointed, and that 
commission must prepare its plans and secure the co-operation of 
the various interests. Then exhibits must be prepared and set 
up in the finished exposition buildings. 

Getting together iron and plaster and turning them into tem- 
porary buildings is a large task, but the time of its completion 
is largely 4 matter of men and money. 

Not so with securing foreign exhibits. 
skillful and tireless pushing in many directions at once. 
matter, also, of skillful advertising. 

What will it profit the exposition management to have its 
buildings completed in 1908 without. completed exhibits? A great 
deal of arduous labor must be done.to prepare the exhibits, espe- 
cially the larger and more important exhibits of processes, after 
the buildings are up. 

What is being done to secure comprehensive exhibits of the 
right sort from all foreign governments and to assure their com- 
pletion in time? ° :

The City Council did its duty in passing the bill for the main- 
tenance of the branch dispensaries. These dispensaries are as 
necessary as the central one, and the poor and sick should not be 
compelled to travel long distances and spend car fares to get 
relief. In many cases the delay caused by doing so might be 
fatal. : 

The fact that the free dispensary system is open to abuse is 
‘no reason for abolishing the branches. The central dispensary 
ig also liable to abuse, yet there is no question of closing it. 
Obviously, the remedy is to place further safeguards around the 
system, and so perfect it that abuses will be rare or impossible. 

The dispensaries accomplish much good. And prompt relief be- 
ing a vital feature of the system, it is better to have several 
branches in a great city like St. Louis than a central station 
enly, to which all in need of relief must go. 

Without the creation of too much “red tape,’’ it ought to be

Her addresi might have been styled, more 
fittingly, ‘‘The Lazy Man, and What To Do With 
Him.’’ Mrs. Demuth's prescription for the cure of 
laziness is as follows: 


BY MRS. PETER DEMUTH. 

The lazy man needs strong medicine to 
cure him of his disease. I consider the af- 
fliction a disease, and I have a rem- 
edy which, liberally applied, I believe should 
effect a permanent cure in every case, no 
' matter of how long standing it may be. 

When a married man refuses to work at 
an ordinary occupation to support his wife

When They Picked Him Up He Was 
Shot to Pieces, but He Was 
Hanged by the Neck. 
HODGENVILLE, Ky., Oct. 31.—A mob of 


80 or 7% determined citizens came down up- 
on this tle town about 2 o'clock this 


‘. Morning and took from the jail Silas Es- 


ters, a negro, charged with forcing Gran- 
ville Ward, a li-year-old boy of near Up- 
ton. to commit a crime, and strung him to 
the courthouse steps. 

So quietly and systematically did the mob 

about its work that the citizens of the 

wn were in ignorance of the existence of 
the mob until the negro was in its clutches. 

The citizens composing the lynching party 

proached the jail and upon their demand 
the keys were, surrendered to them. The 
cell in which the negro was confined was 
entered and the noose was adjusted about 
his neck. 

He was dragged down the jail stairs and 
out into the street. He managed to —~ 
the noose from his neck and made a brea 
for liberty. The mob, crazed with anger, 
made after the negro, howling and firing 
at him with guns and pistols. The negro 
co when about 100 yards from the jail 

se, riddled with bullets. 

The noose was again placed about the ne- 
gro's neck and he was dragged to the 
courthouse and swung to the topmost 
steps 

The mob was formed in the neighborhood 
of the crime. When the work of lynching 
the negro had been accomplished the mem- 
bers of the mob quletly a and went 
to their homes.

RESPONSIBILITY IS GREAT 


TASK MUST BE PERFORMED IN 
NON-PARTISAN SPIRIT. 


Heads of Departments, Including 
Speaker Cronin, Pledge Themselves 
to Carry Out Administration’s 
Promises to the People. 


At the conference of municipal officials 
in Mayor Wells’ office Wednesday after- 
noon, chief interest attached to the ad- 
dress of Mayor Wells, outlining a compre- 
hensive scheme of public wédrk, and to 
the thirty-word speech of Speaker Cronin 
of the House of Delegates, who promised 
that the House would do its part in passing 
needed legislation. 

At the conference, which was held in 
the library of the mayor’s inner office, were 
President Hornsby of the Council, Speaker 
Cronin of the House, City Counselor 
Schnurmacher, Comptroller Player, Light- 
ing Supervisor O'Reilly, President Phillips 
and the members of the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

Mayor Wells’ opening remarks were in 
the nature of a familiar talk witlhis of- 
ficial subordinates. 

“I promised the citizens of St. Louis at 
my inauguration,’’ said the mayor, ‘“‘that 
I would hold the heads of departments to 
a strict accountability for the work in- 
trusted to them. 

“IT have kept that promise, and, by fre- 
quent conferences with each of you, have 
tried to keep in constant touch with the 
weer which each of your departments is 

oing. 

“By the actions of citizens at the polls 
last week, great powers and equally great 
responsibilities have been conferred on us 
as public officials. 

‘‘New systems of payment for public im- 
beautiryin have been introduced, and the 

eeuety ing of the city has been made pos- 


a rirat. I wish to express my apprecia- 
tion of the fact that the victory of the 
charter amendments was a non-partisan 
victory. The same non-partisan spirit must 
be shown in carrying the new. laws. into 
effect. 

“The improvement of the city must be 
kept in mind first, last and all the time. 
Partisanship, so far as am concerned, 
will be relawated to the rear. 

“We must not lose our heads because 
the expenditure of large sums of money 
has been made possible. The verdict of 
the people on the amendments showed a 
general confidence in the public officials. 
This confidence we must not disappoint.

“As a business man I have found that 
it is ofteh possible to secure as good re- 
sults with a few men of the proper sort 
and with limited means as with a larger 
force of men and more money.
